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Methodists May Remove Ban 
from Dance, Card Playing 
and Theaters 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE 
FAVORS. THIS CHANGE 


Believed Conference Will Adopt Re- 
port of Committee—Proposition 
To Change Policy of Church 
in This Regard Center 
of Interest. 


Los Angeles, Cal, May !2.—A ques- 
tion of importance which has come 
prominently to the fore in the Methodist 
general conference proceedings during the 
last twelve hours is that involving a 
change in discipline to the extent of en- 
tifely removing the church ban on the 
pleasures of dancing, card playing and 
theatergoing. 

It seems not unlikely that the con- 
ference will vote to remove the present 
rigid restriction regarding the indulgence 
of these recreations. Tne subcommittee 
of the committee on state of the church, 
of which Judge H. S. Sibley is chair- 
man, had reported this mocning to the 
main thdy its recommendation upon 
this matter in which it urges that radi- 
cal change in the rule on the subject, 
making is simpiy an _  a-jlvisery restric- 
tion, instead of mandatory as,at present. 

Under the prevailing rule the member 
of the church who attends a dance or 
theater .is guilty of a direct infraction 
of the rules of the church, and may he 
punished by expulsion, but if the recom- 
mendation now proposed is adopted this 
penalty will be renderea optional with 
the authorities. This committee is also 
consideging other important questions, 
one of which is one invesligeting the 
ratio of representation in the general 
conference. The plan which has been 
proposed, which has met favor, if adopt- 
ed, will reduce the membership of the 
general conference from 748 to 500. 

Bishop I. W. Joyce presided ‘over to- 


day's session of the general conference, 


which was addressed during the morn- 
ing hours by the missionary bishops, 
J. C. Hartzell. of Africa, and F, W. 
Warne, of Indiana.

FIRE FLASHES

Peculiar Accident in Paris

Paris. May 412.—A balloon belonging to 
the well known aeronaut, Captain Sur- 
couf, came down in the Place d’Aumesnil 
this afternoon and the wind drove fr 
into the narrow entrance of a _ street. 
A moment later it came in contact with 
the side of a house. A flame issued from 
the envelope and then a “ylolent ex. 
plosion followed, the sheets of flame 
from which penetrated the open windows 
of the building. Kight occupants of the 
house were burned or otherwise injured, 
two dangerously. The aeronaut was not 
hurt.

GREATER FREEDOM 


PEACHTREE ROAD 
TOBE WIDENED 


First Steps Taken Yesterday To 
Widen Road Twenty Feet 


Property Owners Gather and Appoint 
Committees To Investigate Fur- 
ther—Next Meeting To Be 
Held May 26. 


First sieps were taken vesterday for 
the widening of Peachtree road from be- 
vond Fourteenth street to the bridge that 
spans ‘the tracks of the Southerm rail- 
way at Brookwood. 

This action was the result of a meet- 
ing of parties interested who gathered 
at the convention thall in the Piedmont 
hotel yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of discussing the émprovement of 
Peachtree road, and was signed by E. R. 
Black, F. M. Inman, E. P. McBurney, 
R. F. Maddox, Wilmer I. (Moore and A. 
G. Rhodes. ¢ That the meeting was at- 
tended ‘by many of Atlanita’s most prom- 
inant and progressive citizens is proved 
in the names of those present which ap- 
pear fbelow. 

Clifford L. explained 


Anderson, who 


, that he was in aittendance upon the meet- 


ing, not as a county commissioner, but 
as a citizen and property owner, was 
klected chairman, and H. A. Maier, sec- 
retary. it was not a long session, but a 
very ibusy one, the kind where ‘things 
move in the enthusiasm that denotes 
unanimity of punpose and the red tape of 
parlamentary rules is discarded for the 
businesslike methiods of practical men. 

One thing was apparent. Those who 
gathered at the meeting were all in fa- 
vor of establishing and inaugurating im- 
provements that will make of Peach- 
tree road a boulevard noted throughout 
the tcountry for both Its natural beauty 
and whatever eld> is added in the way 
of architecture and artistic accessories. 
Another ‘thing was apparent and this was 
that those who gathered together yester- 
day wers home huilders rather than , 
vestors, and men who were willing Te 
make conceasion of private property for 
the beautification of that entire section 
which with the sale of the old Collter 
property is rapidly passing from the 
chrysalis state of mere acreage to the 
imitterfiy stage of the residence pronerty 
of a metropolis. 


To Widen Twenty Feet. 

Wilmer L. Moore was the first speaker, 
and after explaining further the mission 
of the meeting, he proposed the widening 
of Peachtree road from near Fourteenth 
street to Brookwood, |10 feet on either 
side. All of thle property owners seemed 
ito be in favor of thie movement until it 
was shown that the marrow strip of 
property owned iby iMrs. W. H. Wiggs in 
the extreme northen apex of the triangle 
would ibe greatly damaged, when it was 
decided to take a full 20 feet off from 
the other side, which it was afterwarie 
ehown would give an even more symmet- 
trical apearance to the boulevard. 

It was decided to have a committee 
confer with ithe county surveyor for 
having a map, showing thie effect of this 
wi of Peachtree road together 
with other improvements in the way of 
water mains, sewers, etc. As members 
of this committee W. L. Moore, chair- 
man; C. R. Black, Arthur Giles, E. P. 
McBurney and HE. P, Ansley were ap- 
pointed. 

For the matter of looking to ‘better 
water supply and sewerage the following 
were appointed a committee: R. F, 
Maddox, chairman; E. R. Black, Drury 
Powers, F. M. inman «and H. A. Mafer. 
While there is 6=«.« @QNready a good 
waiter supply the proposition is to 
connect some of the mains and ‘m this 
way provide for better circulation and 
higher pressure.

Indiana Instructs for New York 
Jurist 


Unit Rule Applied by Convention. 
Minority Report Submitted by 
Hearst Delegates Turned 
Down—Platform Left for 
Second Convention. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May !2.—The most 
interesting democratic state convention 
since 1892, when Cleveland and Isaac P. 
Gray coatested for the control of the 


Indiana delegation to the national con- 
yvention, was held today. 

The sode purpose of the convention was 
to elect delegates to the national con- 
vention, the state cuwnvéntion for the 
nomination of candidates for state of- 
fices having been called for July 20 when 
the same delegates that were in the con- 
vention today will return. <A platform 
wil] then be adopted. 

The feeling of the delegates was jn- 
tense when the convention opened today. 
The Hearst followers had been wrought 
to a high pitch of determination by rous- 
ing addresses weforehand in the Claypool 
hotel assembly room by the Rey, Sam 
Small, of Georgia, and C. A, Windle, of 
Chicago. The Rev. Sam Smal] advised 
against voting for Parker if he were 
nominated. 
delegates to the national convention to 

The convention instructed the thirty 
vote as a unit for Judge Parker, of New 
York, for president. and indorsed Thom- 
as Taggart for national committeeman, 
and recommended him to the national 
committee ag its chairman. 

The first test vote on the organization 
of the convention showed the Parker 
forces to number |!.094, and the Hearts 
following 468. The vote on instruction 
for Parker was 954 to 382, many dele- 
gates being in sympathy with the plea 
of the twelfth district that its two dele- 
gates be allowed to vote thelr sentf- 
ments for Hearst. the plea being that 
otherwise it might endanger the seat of 
Representative Robinson. democratic 
congressman from the district. This was 
the only district of the thirteen carried 
by the Hearst following. 

A feature of the convention was a de- 
monstration that followed the mention 
of the name of George B. McClellan, of 
New York. The cheering lasted for sev- 
eral minutes, several hundred delegates 
and spectators rising and waving hats 
and handkerchiefs. 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The Parker resolutions adopted by the 
cenvention are as follows: 
r= “"Wherdas the stdte 
nomination of the stata ticket and the 
adoption of a platform is called to meet 
on the 20th day of Julv next, there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, That all questions relating 
to platform properly belong to that con- 
vention, and are hereby referred thereto. 

“Recognizing the fitness, ability and 
party loyalty of Alton B. Parker. of New 
York, to be selected as the standard 
bearer of the democratic party of the 
United States, the democracy of Indiana 
hereby resolves that the democrats se- 
lected by the convention to the national 
convention at St. Louis are jnstructed to 
cast the vote of this state as a unit for 
that distinguished jurist, Alton B, 
Parker. 

“Resolved. That the delegates from this 
state to the democratic national con- 
vention vote as a unit on all matters com- 
ing before the convention in such man- 
ner as a majority of said delegates may 
determine. 

‘Resolved. That the delegates from this 
state be and are hereby § directed to 
choose Thomas Taggart member of 
the democratic national committee for 
the state of Indiana, and that this con- 
vention commends him to the favorable 
consideration of said committee as a 
gentleman in every w4y qualified to serve 
the narty efficiently in the capacity of 
ite chairman.”’ 


Minority Report Submitted. 

A minority -eport of the. res viuthons 
committee attacking trust protecting 
tariffs and expressing Cisfavor of any ean- 
didate who had not ‘the ourage or 
ability to take the side of the plain peo- 
ple’? was submitted. It declared ualle- 
giance to the Kansas City platform, op- 
posed instructions and the unit rule, 
“teaving the delegates free to cast their 
votes for a candidate whose views and 
record will be in accord with the inter- 
ests of the people.” 

The rninority report was read by Frank 
B. VanAiken, who :aoved the substitu- 
tion or the minority report for the ma- 
jority report. On motion thirty minutes 
to each side were given for debate. Jack- 
son Boyd, of Greencastle, and U. B. 
Ulrey, of Fort Wayne, were appointed 
to speak for the minority report and John 
W. Kern. of Indianapolis, and B. F., 
Shively, of South Bend, for the majority 
report. 

The motion to substitute the minority 
report of the committee on resolutions 
for the majority report was lost, 

The resolutions indorsing for Parker 
and adopting the unit rule were adopted. 

The convention then adjourned. 


Delegates Uninstructed. 

Washington. May 12.—The democratic 
convention af the District of Columbia 
today elected six delegates to the na- 
tional convention at St. Louis. They 
were uninstructed as to a ehoice for 
presidential and vice presidential nomi- 
nees. Isvery mention of Senator Gor- 
man's name was loudly cheered by the 
delegates. ; 
Almost at the beginning of the pro- 
ceedings of the convention there was a 
split foliowed by a determined but un- 
successful on the part of the followers 
of Hon. Wiliam R. Heanpst to force a 
certain rule of the election committee, 
which the chairman stated had been al- 
tered after the recent primaries had been 
held. The entire Hearst contingnt there- 
upon bolted and held a rump convention 
at which six delegates and alternates 
to the St. Louis convention were elected 
and instructed for Mr. Hearst.

ALABAMA CROPS

Lack of Moisture Is Tell- 
ing on Corn and 
Cotton. 


Montgomery, Ala., May |!2.—(Special.)— 
Continued dry weather in most sections 
of the state has resulted in crops being 
behindhand and in many sections badly 
damaged. A general size-up of the gitua- 
tion develops the fact that conditions 
are anything but encouraging. In the 
weekly report of the local weather serv- 
ice it is pointed out that while the past 
week has been favorable for farm work 
and crop growth, vegetation of every 
class is suffering for moisture. This is 
especially so for eastern and southern 
counties. Owing to generally poor stands, 
much cotton will have to be replanted 
with a scarcity of seed in many local- 
ities. In many fields the late planting 
hag not germinated, and much ’of that 
already up has died for lack of moisture. 
Fairly good rains fell during the week 
in counties north and east, with especial- 
ly good showers in Culiman, Walker, 
Blount, Etowah, St. Clair, Jefferson, 
Tuscaloosa and Shelby on the 7th and 
8th. The drought continues unbroken in 
ali counties south of Randolph, Cleburne 
and Clay and east of a line drawn from 
the west side of Escambia to Chilton. 
These sections are in very bad shape, In 
some sections very forward corn is be- 
ing plowed and in a few south counties 
chopped out. 

Corn is making a better showing, 
though in bad shape, comparatively 
speaking. Upland crops are fairly good 
and growing slowly, with some having re- 
ceived a second plowing. Lowland crops 
are behind and in poor stands, with

BUTLER BREAKS 
- WORLD RECORD 


Old Veteran Won from 
Leander Last 
Night. 


A new world's record. 

Butler, the veteran of the cycling 
world, defeated Leander last night in 
one of the most brilliantly contested 
races in the history of the sport. 

But Leander rode a game race, one 
which would have won for him against 
an opponent the least bit weaker than 


the old veteran. 

And to win the event Butler was 
obliged to break a few world’s records 
and to depose a champion who has long 
since won his last race. 

The record for | mile made several 
years ago by Harry Elkes on the Phila- 
delphia eight-lap track was broken and 
rebroken last night when Butler reeled 
off the thirteenth mile in | minute 15% 
seconds, breaking Harry Elkes’ old réc- 
ord by 4-5 of a second. 

Leander was still riding like a fiend 
and pressing Butler close for every point, 
not over a quarter of a lap behind him. 
The old veteran had set the pace, and 
he was now obliged to keep it up. So he 
called for moré speed and Sanders gave 
him all he wanted. The next mije was 
made in phenomenally fast time, break- 
ing again the world’s record made less 
than two minutes before. The time of 
the new mile was !:13 4-5. 

Still Leander pressed him close and 
even this phenomenal time did not daunt 
the victor over.Chapman and a score o¥ 
others. Swifter and swifter the motors 
and the wheelmen flew around the track 
and the time in the last mile was within 
1-58 of a second of the time made in 
the fourteenth mile. The mile was made 
in t| minute and !4 seconds. 

The entire time for the total 15 miles 
amounted to !9 minutes ang 4-5 seconds. 
This time is exceedingly fast and beats 
many records made on the best tracks 
in America. 

The race last night proved one thing 
conclusively. Atlanta has one of tha 
fastest eight-lap tracks in the world. 
The slowest mile made last night was 
made in less than | minute and 23 sec- 
ordts. No records approaching’ those 
made last night have been made on the 
Revere track in Boston, which is con- 
sidered the fastest in the world.

Commending the recent Ogden edu- 

cational conference The Chicago 
Chronicle enters inte a general, if 
somewhat inadequate, discussion of 
educational conditions ix the . south. 
After briefly epitomizing the benefi- 

Gent designs of Mr. Ogden and his as- 

socfates, The Chronicle says: 

With the pride inherent in southerners, 
there was at first some protest against 
nothern patronage or assistance. That 
feeling is now sald to he Wearing away, 
as weil it might. It is time the south re- 
ceived generous donations for educational 
purposes. The colleges and universities 
in the north have received millions from 
lavish contributors, without. a thought of 
humijiation over the dependence it ém- 
plies. 

There is no doubt that until recent- 
ly the south has manifested a d@eided 
disinclination to go out of her own 
borders for financial assistance, save 
in entérprises of a strictly commer- 
cial nature which promised a gener- 
Ous return to the investor. Where it 
came to the education of her young 
men and women, her people have pre- 
fewred to depend on their own re- 
sources. Of late years the tactful, 
delicate generosity of the instigators 
of the PeaBody, Slater, Ogden and 
other funds has been gratefully ac- 
cepted, because of the genuine philan- 
thropic interest which evidently in- 
spired their offers. The south has 
long since become convinced of their 
sincere friendliness, and southern men 
have given the custodians of such 
funds their heartiest cooperation. 
There is little danger that “inherent 
pride” wilf ever develop a churlish- 
ness toward well-meant offers of help. 

«At the same time we cap, imagine 
a no more unpleasing spectacle than 
southern educational institutions su- 
pinely waiting for support from 
sources other than local—preferring to 
stagnate or, just as uninspiring, stand- 
ing still and marking time until some 
northern pHillanthropist choosés to efi- 
dow a professorship or establish an 
indefinite number of scbolarships. 
Self help is the best variety; it is the 
only one which develops independent 
manliness. It must not be forgotten, 
too, that the sOuth can no longer czl- 
lege the excuseof poverty for any such 
equivocal position. Our’ .peopl@ are 
wealthier now than at any period 
since the civil war, and it is only nec- 
essary that they understand the exi- 
gencies of tl situation to draw their 
unstinted support. Let us not spurn’ 
the aid of kindly onlookers, remem- 
bering always, however, that it is tQ 
be ‘used only as an adjunct to our 
own earnest efforts. .

Only a few days ago it gave a con- 
vincing demonstration of the value of 
promptness to the business men Of 
the country, for it was practically the 
only large-scale exhibitor at the St. 
Louis exposition with its part of the 
show ready on time. When the 
verbal pyrotechnics had been explod- 
ed and the big crowd began a round 
of the spacious grounds and buildings, 
it discovered that the finger of un- 
preparedness was everywhere appa- 
rent except in the displays under the 
chaperonage pf _ federal officials.

If General Reyes succeeds in the 
first part of his programme—that 27f 
curing the civil war habit, which has 
been so disastrous to most of the 
Latin-American countries—he wil] 
nave done a great work, even though 
the suspicions which form the inspira- 
tion for his movement have no tangi- 
ble basis. In that feature of the task 
he has undertaken the people of this 
country will wish him every success.

Fruit Trees Assailed. 

Editor Constitution: There is a disease 
prevalent among the fruit trees of the 
south that I believe from the appearance 
of the insects which cause it that it is 
what is known as the San Jose scale, and 
if it is. it is high time the people were 
being informed concerning the nature of 
it. And, of course, there is no way to in- 
form them quickly, except through the 
newspapers which devote columns to such 
subjects. 

The insect” which affects the trees Is 
in appearance just a little round scale, 
very thin and dry lookng, but on a close 
examination is found to have a kind of 
dark nucleus which, if opened carefully, 
will be found to be the real insect, which 
is of a light yellowish color. Imme- 
diately under this scaly mass the bark 
of the tree will be found to be red. 

There is as yet no known remedy for 
the disease and therefore the people should 
know about it and thus be prepared to 
guard against it, which can be done only 
by digging the trees that are infested 
and burn them, root and branch, and not 
replace new ‘trees under two years.

Italians as Immigrants. 

Editor Constitution: I have read with 
much interest vour recent editorials on 
immigration. While it may be true that 
the south is in great need of good farm 
laborers, IT do not believe it is desirable 
to encourage the immigration of Italians. 
The Italians at present are coming to 
our shores in greatest numbers, and this 
is the reason why the character of our 
immigration has so vastly changed in the 
fast few years. So long as most of our 
immigrants come from Great Britain, 
Ireland, Germany and the north of FEu- 
rope we were getting immigrants of the 
highest class. Th6ése from northern Eu- 
rope come with the intention of becoming 
citizens, while those from the southern 
part of Italy usually come in the holds 
of vessels, If.e@ 80 many cattle, and 
with no idea of becomng citigens. They 
are content to live in hovels, “where they 
need few clothes and can live at little 
expense, in order to be able to send 
all their money back to sunny Italy. 

Italians make good laborers in build- 
ing railroads, but I very much doubt 
their being of value as farm laborers. 
Let the south choose her immigrants 
from among the better classes who come 
to our shores with their families and 
with the intention of becoming citizens, 
but let her keep her hands off the aver- 
age Itallan. 

The larger cities where immigrants are 
flocking in such vast numbers will have 
a much harder problem to solve than 
the south now has with the negro ques- 
tion. There is no doubt but that the 
South will properly solve the race prob- 
lem, and there is little to fear from 
a scarcity of labor, if the tillers of the 
sOil will plate no more than can be 
properly cultivated with the labor at 
hand.

Mitchell street, from Whitehall street 
to the Mitchell street viaduct. 

Hunter street, from Whitehall 
to Madison street. 

Decatur street, from Pryor street to 
Peachtree street. 

Broad street, from Marietta street to 
Walton street. 

The special committee which will rec- 
ommend that these streets be not paved 
with asphalt consists of Alderman Terry, 
chairman of th estreet committee; Coun- 
cilman BE. V. Carter, Councilman J. A. 
Hynds and City Attorney James L. 
Mayson, 

Reason Back of Decision. 

' The reason for the action of the com- 
mittee is found in section I! of the acts 
of incorporation in the city code of 1899. 
The beginning of that section authorizes 
the condemnation of street paving and 
the repaving of the street “whenever tn 
the judgment of said mayor and general 
council the paving originally laid on such 
street or portion of street or alley is 
worn out to that extent that it Is no long- 
er useful as a good pavement.” 

During the session of the special com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon President 
Arkwright, of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, and Morris Brandon, 
one of the attorneys for the same com- 
pany, appeanéd to argue against street 
paving. They declared that their com- 
pany would resist the repaving of any 
more streets gith asphalt, because they 
only a few ybars ago paid for the bel- 
giam block paving.

They took the position that 
if the city’s expert would be forced to 
testify against th@ city in a suit brought 
by the street railway compang, the 
municipality would be helpless. On mo- 
tion of Councilman Hynds, the special 
committee decided to recommend to the 
street committee against the five stretches 
of asphalt mentioned. His motion was 
unanimously adopted. 

Councilman Carter suggested that the 
repaving of Pryor street be stopped. The 
indications were that if the Messrs Ven- 
able would consent to canceling the con- 
tract, such a motion would be adopted. 

On motion of Councilman Hynds, the 
committee decided to also recommend to 
the street committee that the Pryor 
etreet citizens and all property owners 
on all other streets that in future are 
repaved be given the belgian blocks that 
now are in front of their property. City 
Attorney Mayson voted against this meas- 
ure, believing it to be an unwise prece- 
dent. 

Members of the special committee ap- 
parently believed that the time had come 
to stop laying asphalt because its lack 
of durability has been demonstrated on 


Peachtree street.

~ Chairman Brown has written to the 
chairman of the county committee of each 
of these counties, but up to the present 
time has received no response. He urges 
that these returns be sent in without de- 
lay, for until they are received it will be 
impossible to give the consolidated vote 
for governor and other state house offi- 
cers. 

Prompt replies are reaching Chairman 
Brown, of the state executive commit- 
tee, in answer to his recent letter regard- 
ing an amendment to the state commit- 
tee’s rules by which it will be possible 
for him to direct that no primary shall 
be held for the judgeship of the Augusta 
circuit in the event there is only one 
candidate, as now promises to be the 
case. That letter was only sent out 
Wednesday, but yesterday several replies 
were received by telegraph. 

“I have not yet heard from a majotity 
of the committee,” Chairman Brown said 
yesterday, ‘‘but all those whvu have re- 
plied are in favor of the amendment 
which I proposed for the purpose of 
avoiding the trouble and expense of a 
primary in casp the conditions do not 
warrant it.’’ : 

The amendment which was printed in 
yeSterday’s Constitution in connection 
with the letter of Chairman Brown, simp- 
ly provides that in the event no other 
candidate announces by a date to be set 
by the chairman, no primary shall be 


held and the one candidate shall be con- 
sidered the party nominee, 

The amendment was made necessary by 
the recent death of Judge w. T. Gary, 
of the Augusta circuit. Hon. Henry C. 
Hammond, who was appointed"by Gov- 
ernor Terrel] to succeed Judge Gary, will, 
it is stated, be the only candi@ate be- 
fore the people for election to the place. 

Judge Hammond has written Governor 
Terrell that he will be in Atlanta next 
Monday for the purpose of taking the 
oath of office and secu!ing his commis- 
sion. 


Attorney Washington Dessau, of Macon, 
and Manager Powell, of the Macon Gas 
and Water Company, called on Comp- 
troller General Wright yesterday for a 
conference with regard to that company’s 
return of its franchise for taxation. The 
value of the company’s franchise was fix- 
ed in 1903 by the board of arbitration at 
$70,000 and the company returned it this 
year at only $5,000, This the comptrol- 
ler general refused to accept. Attorney 
Dessau claimed that the earning power 
of the company was smaller than it was 
the year before. The comptroller general, 
however, did not accept the argument 
presented as an excuse for reducing the 
amount of the company’s franchise re- 
turn, and will insist on the figures fixed 
by the board of arbitration.

ROADS CHARTER 
SUNDER FIRE 


IS the Georgia Railroad Exempt 
fom All Taxes 


Attorney Genera] Hart Claims That 
its Charter Does Not Exempt 
It—If So, Then It Must 
Pay Taxes on the Excess 
Above the Original 


The question as to whether the Geor- 
gia Railroad company is liable to the 
state for taxation is under discussion 
before Judge Wm. T. Newman in the 
United States district court, and some 
interesting propositions were presented 
yesterday for the court’s consideration 
by Attorney General John C. Hart, who 
is supporting the claim that this road 
is jiable to the state for taxes despite the 
provision in its charter which seems to 


give it immunity. 

In 1903, for the first time, the Georgia 
Railroad company made a full return of 
its property to Comptroller Generaj Wm, 
A. Wright. Prior to that time it return- 
ed only its origina] $4,156,000, but in 
1903 it returned its property: at what 
may be considered full value, and it was 
shown that that property which has been 
exempt from taxation heretofore was val- 
ued at some $6,200,000, Then for the 
first time the comptroller general at- 
tempted to collect from the road taxes 
at the regular state rate on the $2,000,000 
excess over the original Capital stock, 
and also imposed upon the road a fran- 
chise tax. 

When about to issue an 
against the Georgia road for these taxes, 
the Louisville & Nashville filed in the 
United States court a bill for injunc- 
tion to prevent the levy and collection 
of these taxes. The Louisville. & Nash- 
ville bas a ninety-nine year lease on 
the Georgia road, and has assumed all of 
its obligations, including taxes. 

The supreme court of Georgia has twice 
passed on the following provision of the 
Georgia railroad’s charter: 

“The stock of said company and _§ its 
branches shall be exempt from taxation 
for and during the term of seven years 
from and after the completion of Said 
railroads or any one of them; and af- 
ter that shaJl be subject to a tax not 
exceeding one-half per centum per an- 
num on the net proceeds of their in- 
vestments.”’ 

In the first decision by the state su- 
prem® court it was held that the word 
“stock’’ in the foregoing provision in- 
cluded all the property of the corpora- 
tion in which its capital was invested. 
In the second decision handed down in 
1878 it was held that this provision ap- 
plied only to the original capital stock 
of $4,156,000, and that all of the proper- 
ty over and above that held by the cor- 
poration was taxable. 

For some reason or other the Georgia 
read continued to return to the comptrol- 
ler genera] only its original capital stock 
for years or until 1903, when the first ac- 
curate return was made as stated. Then 
under the last decision of the state su- 
preme court the comptroller general at- 
tempted to collect taxes on the excess 
value and payment was refused. It was 
then that the issuance of an execution 
was stopped by the petition for injunc- 
tion. 

According to the above quoted provis- 
ion of the Georgia road’s charter it pays 
one-half of one per cent on its net in- 
come, That income for the year 1903 was 
$547,646.72 and the state received only 
$2,738.23 in taxes from the whole prop- 
erty, whereas at the regular state rate 
the state would have received about $30,- 
000, and the counties and cities along 
the line $30,000 more. 

The Hearing Yesterday. 

(Major Jos. B. Cumming, of Augusta, 
made the opening argument before Judge 
Newman yesterday in behalf of the 
Louisville & Nashville. Judge Hart. began 
kis argument, but had not completed it 
When the court took a recess until to- 
day. Judge Hart wiil conclude for tie 
State today, and Alex C., King will 
conclude for the Louisville & Nashville. 

Judge Hart contends in the outset that 
the provision of the Georgia railroad’s 
charter above quoted, refers wholly to 
the shares of stock, and is a covenant 
with the stockholders of the corporation, 
providing their Shares of stock shal] 
not be taxed beyOnd one-half of one per 
cent on their net income, the word 
“their” being used in the provision. Major 
Cumming, of course, contested this point, 
holding that the word stock referred to 
the property of the corporation, and 
quoted the Georgia supreme court decis- 
ion to that effect. He also contended 
that the word ‘their’ referred to the 
company or the railroad and not to the 
shareholders. Judge Hart cited numér- 
Ous decisions of the United States su- 
Preme court to the contrary, construjng 
similar contracts, and going to show that 
the provision as to stock refers to the 
shares of stock in the hands of the share- 
holder. Judge Hart's position is that if 
in the present case the railroad com- 
pany is going to rely on the Georgia 
Supreme court decision then it must yn- 
der the decision of 1878 pay taxes to the 
State on the excess of property over the 
Original capital stock of $4,156,000. If 
it is not going to adheye to the Georgia 
decisions then the whole queStion is open 
and he asks the court to construe the 
Georgia road's charter in the light of 
United States supreme court decisions 
On similar subjects. This would mean 
that the court would have to pass on 
his claim that the road’s charter is a 
covenant with the shareholders and not 
with the road itself, and that the road 
would have to pay taxes on its whole: 
property, the ‘shareholder alone being 
exempt above one-half of one per cent 
On his net returns. 

In his answer Judge Hart Says: 

“If the court should construe the lim- 
itation to refer to the original subscrip- 
tion, whether in stock or as an invest- 
ment, then it is the insistence of re- 
Spondent that the excess of property over 
and abOve such original subscription is 
liable to taxation at the general rate. 
That is to say the original capitaliza- 
tion being, $4,156,000 is liable to taxa- 
tion ‘at the rate of one-half of one pes 
cent on the net proceeds of the invest-

In contending that the franchise is a 
part of the capital stock and therefore 
no more taxable than the stock or prop- 
erty of the road itself, the attorneys for 
the Louisville and Nashville have an- 
nounced their purpose also of attacking 
the constitutionality of the franchise 
law which went into effect last year, and 
under which all the corporations in the 
State paid a franchise tax to the state 
in 1903..This will be the first time the 
constitutionality of this act has been 
brought into question, all the other cor- 
porations having paid the tax as re- 
quired without disputing the constitu- 
tionality of the act. The development 
of the present case along this line will 
be watched with much ‘interest, 

In the fourth place Judge Hart holds 
that the $44,000 of stock In the Georgia 
railroad represented by 440 shares issved 
by virtue of the act of 1868, should not 
be returned as $44.000 as so much stock 
for taxation, but that it should be re- 
turned at its market’ value, $270 per’ 
share or a total of .$118,800. 

In the fifth paragraph of his prayer 
Judge Hart contends that the ‘$325,000 
surplus money now on fiand and in the 
possession of the GeOrgia Railroad Com- 
pany is liable to taxation as so much 
property at the general rate. 

The attorneys for the Loulsville and 
Nashville contend that thé charter pro- 
vision above quofed exempts all.of the 
property of the Georgia Railroad Com- 
pany from taxation except in the man- 
ner stated. 

There are many other interesting feat- 
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ures in the which will, no doubt, 
be developed during the hearing. Which- 
ever way it is decided by Judge Newman 
there is no doubt that it will go to the 
circuit’ court of appeals, perhaps to the 
United States supreme court.

Hon. Wallace Bruce, poet, erator, phil- 
anthropist and politician, was & recent 
visitor te Atlanta. He was on his way 
to his home in Breoklyn, N. Y., and 


stopped over to pay @& visit to his son 
who ia a etudent at the Technological 


school. EY 
Colonel Bruce is one of the m pic- 


turesque men in the United States. He 
has seen and done a great dea] more in 
many lines than ordinary men do in one, 
and has been a Success in everything he 
has undertaken. 

In the south Mr. Bruce is best known 
perhaps as president of the Fiorida chau- 
tauqua, which meets annually at De 
Funiak Springs, in that state. The Fior- 
ida chatauqua owes a great deal to Mr. 
Bruce and when he returned to the 
IInited States in 1893 from several years 
as United States consul at Edinburg, 
Scotland. he was chosen president of the 
chatauqua, which office he has held con- 
tinually ever since, giving 4 great deal of 
time to this work. 

During his stay in Scotland Mr. Bruce 
became immensely popular, s0 much s0 
that at a banquet not long after his 
return Andrew Carnegie, in introducing 
him, said: ° 

“In my recent coaching tour through 
Scotland, there was one name that I 
heard everywhere from Scots who had 
met and admired the Scotch-American 
consul. Mr. Bruce is more than any other 
man the connecting link between the old 
Scotland over the seas and our new Scot- 
tand here, a man who is an American 
and something more, and @ Scotchman 
and something more.” 

It was Mr. Bruce who first suggest- 
ed the idea of a statue of Abraham Lain- 
coln in the city of Edinburg and it was 
he who labored successfully to bring this 
idea to a successful culmination. AS a 
result a beautiful monument to Abraham 
Lincoln now stands in one of the prom- 
inent streets of the great Seaotch city. 

But just now Mr. Bruce is engaged 
{n a work of keeping green in the United 
States the memory of a great Scotchman, 
Robert Burns. He is special commission- 
er of the Burns Cottage Association, 
which will reproduce the home of the 
poet at the St. Louis exposition. Mr. 
Bruce was anpointed on account of his 
long residence and popularity in Scotland 
to go to that country and gather up relics 
of the poet for exhibition at the re- 
production of his cottage in St. Louls.

These are the reasons why my 
boy is now in Atlanta, matriculated at 
the Technological schoo!l.”’

Cobb, J.—!. A husband conveyed land 

to a creditor of his wife to secure the 

payment of a debt. Upon the payment 
of the debt the creditor executed a deed 
to the husband and wife as tenants in 
common, such deed being duly recorded. 
About six years after the record of 
the deed the husband and. wife united 
in a deed as tenants in common, convey- 
ing a portion of the land, and simul- 
taneously with the execution of this 
deed the purchaser executed to the hus- 
band and wife jointly a mortgage to se- 
cure the purchase-money. Held, that 

a@ presumption arose that the husband 

intended to give his wife a half interest 

in the mortgage. 

2. The presumption of a sift, aris- 
ing from the act of the husband in al- 
lowing title to property owned by him to 
be taken in the name of his wife may 
be repelled by. evidence showing that 
the husband thereafter exercised acts 
of dominion over the property of such 
character as were inconsistent with own- 
ership by the wife.

A firm undertone due to heavy rains 
and lower temperatures in the northwest 
prevailed in wheat at the opening. Ini- 
tial sales on July were unchanged to @

@85 SaSc. Reports that fire at Fort Wil- 
liams had destroyed a large elevator full 
of wheat brought out enough buying or- 
ders from pit traders to advance the 
Price to 85 3-4@85 7-8c. Receipts were 
extremely smali, and: this taet also ex- 
erted a bullish influence.

Cranfill 
was arrested on his arrival here and ar- 
raigned before Justice Henry on a charge 
of assault to murder: He waived exam- 
iration and was released on $1,000 bond. 
Cranfill declined to make a statement. 
Hayden talked freely, giving the follow- 
ing accOunt in substance: 

“JT did not know Mr, Cranfill was 
the lavatory of the sleeper until | 
tered to make my toilet. Cranfill began 
to curse and abuse me in the most 
violent manner. He drew a pistol from 
his grip and pointed the same at me, I 
seized the weapon by the barrel and in 
the struggle two shots were fired before 
J got possession of the weapon, and other 
passengers interfered and their prompt 
action saved my life.’’ 

Cranfill left for Atlanta this afternoon 
and Hayden will resume his journey to- 
night.
